stock agricultural and horticultural 
co-opertive 
associations

drawn in the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture and together with a let- 
ter explaining the circumstances un- 
der which the bill was prepared and 
the object to be 
accomplished, is 


published in Service and Regulatory 
Announcements No. 20 of the Office 
of'-Markets -and1 Enraf Organization. 
In shaping the bill an effort has been 
made to 
conform to the 
Clayton 


amendment to the United States an- 
ti-trust laws, .which :exempts from, 
the op*eration of-these laws .'labor, 
agricultural and .Horticultural . or- 
ganizations instituted for the pur- 
pose of mutual help and _not having 
capital 
stock or 
conducted

The bill is drawn on the. principle 


that every association created un- 
der it shall act exclusively as an 
agent for the member, and that if 
it act for a non-member it shall do 
so also as an agent, the service to 
be performed at' cost. It is sought 
by this, application of the principle 
of agency tp,,,, safeguard' the non- 
profit feature, of such an "organiza- 
tion. It is absolutely essential, the 
paper points out, that this feature 
.be adhered to, both in the' organiza- 
tion and ;in the conduct of the.as- 
sociation.

tion, as agent for its members, to 
perform services connected wjth the
